Trip Postponed. 


Juarez, Mexico, May 20.~-That he 


would not allow himself to be convert- 
ed like Porflri Diaz from a successful 
and patriotic revolutionist into a ty- 
rant was the declaration made today 
by Francisco I. Madero Jr., in an ex- 
clusive signed statement to the United 
Press. On the eve of his departure to 
Mexico to conclude peace negotiations 
Madero granted the United Press cor- 
respndent an audience in the "white 
house" here. He wrote out and signed 
the following statement: 
"By Francisco I. Madero, jr., provi- 


visional president of Medico. Copy- 
right 1911 by the United Press. 
"I am sure that we will not commit 


the faults of President Diaz because all 
those that belong to our revolution are 
guided by sentiments of his highly 
patriotic and not by personal interest. 
Furthermore the people of Mexico 
will not again endure a tyrant, having 
suffered for over 30 years the dire con- 
sequences of being deprived of 
the 


privilege of executing their political 
rights, the Mexican people will not 
again : permit themselves to be berett 
of those rights. 


"The question you ask me can bet- 


ter be answered by public 
opinion 


than by me because our honor and 
patriotism can be better testified to toy 
others than by ourselves. It is not I, 
but the Mexican nation who can best 
answer the question whether or not, 
having gained power I am likely to 
convert myself into a tyrant as Gen- 
eral Diaz has done. You ask will the 
Mexican people be able to conduct a 
government similar to the government 
conducted by the 
American people 


The constitution of the Mexican gov- 
ernment is very similar to the con- 
stitution of the United States, but the 
Mexican people are not so accustomed 
t 
democratic practices. 
With the 


leaders in the new republic being true 
representatives of the people and hav- 
ing the welfare of the people at heart. 
I do not doubt that we shall soon be 
able to solve all difficulties and that 
the Mexican people will soon be able to 
conduct their own government. 


"I do not expect any difficulty in 


dealing with any church party that 
may arise. 


"When I formed my political plat- 


form I took care not to touch on any 
point which could be connected with 
religious questions. I have thought 
that the necessities at this crisis were 
to regain liberty, to regain the rights 
of citizenship and to re-estaiblish Dem- 
ocratic practices. After these matters 
have been settled, the representatives 
of the people wil! reach the necessary 
conclusions rgarding 
religious 
and 


other questions. Upon all questions we 
shall limit ourselves only to carrying 
out the will of the people. 


"The sympathy which the 
United 


States has demonstrated towards out 
revolution has aided us greatly and 
will create in Mexico a sentiment ol 
amity which will bring more closely 
together the people and governments 
of Mexico and the United States." 


Juarez, May 20. — Whispers heard 


around the rebel camp here indicate 
that hostilities will be resumed when 
the present truce ends at 
11 o'clock 


Monday night, and the advance on 
Chihuahua will begin at that 
time 


Two hundred and fifty federal soldiers 
under iruard of rebel troops are repair- 
Ing the railroad to Chihuahua. One 
thousand rebels are ready to leave tor 
there and two car loads of ammunition 
are already on the way. 


After all preparations had been made 


for Madero's trip to Mexico City the 
latter suddenly refused to go. His re 
fusal made the rank and

army jubilant as they seemed crazy 
or more fighting.

No peace agreement will be sign- 


ed, but the interim between now and 
the time Senor De La Barra becomes 
president will be utilized in getting 
the Mexican congress to enact lawji 
covering most of the points which it 
had been thought should be contain- 
ed in a peace agreement.

of the most 
prominent

leaders gave last night of the status 
of the peace negotiations. 
Madero's 


visit to Mexico City and other com-

"Facts,"

We cannot make

tain Indemnities. This must be done 
by congress. 
We cannot compel the 


government to install our provision- 
al governors. 
This must be done by 


the legislatures themselves. 


"When all these things are done 


and we bear witness to their perform- 
ance, then .alone can we 
proclaim 


peace. 
Of course, peace is assured. 


It is a matter of me'thod only."

MANY PERSONS ACCUSED 


If Case Is Sustained There Wffl 


be Sweeping Attack 


Upon Others, 


New York, May 20.—In the first 


federal 
anti - trust 
proceedings 


brought under the Sherman law as 
interpreted by the Standard Oil de- 
cision, the department of justice has 
filed suit in the United States court 
here against various constituent or- 
ganizations 
of what is popularly 


known as the lumber trust, alleging 
the existence of a widespread con- 
spiracy unreasonably to restrain the 
lumber trade in this country. 
It is said the suit may be the first 


of a series planned by Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham 
looking to 
the 


breaking up of alleged 
agreements 


among the retailers of many of the 
commodities of life to maintain hi?U 
prices, to force all ultimate consum- 
ers to buy from retailers, and 
to 


blacklist wholesalers who sell to oth- 
ers than members of retail organiza- 
tions in the various states and cities. 


Ten trade organizations and more 


than 150 individuals are named as 
defendants in the suit. It 
alleges 


violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law and seeks a permanent injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants from 
continuing the conspiracy charged." 


The elaborate system of blacklist- 
ing attributed to the alleged conspir- 
ators, copies of circulars sent out by 
the various organizations, classifying 
consumers as proper and improper 
trade, extracts from reports threat- 
ening short shrift to dealers daring 
to violate the regulations of the or- 
ganization and branding tuch 
of- 


fenders as poachers, scalpers, mav- 
ericks and illegitimates, are 
fully 
set forth in the government's peti- 
tion. 


It is alleged that not only have 


private consumers been blacklisted, 
lut that many of the great industrial 
coucerns of the country have been 
put under the ban by the lumber 
dealers. 


The government's bill, aggregat- 
ing 20,000 words, is replete with sen- 
sational allegations and interesting 
exhibits. 


The suit is directed 
specifically 


against retail organizations in the 
eastern states, but the trial unques- 
tionally will embrace methods adopt- 
ed 
by retailers 
and 
wholesalers 


throughout the United States. 


Although the lawyers in charge of 


the case believe the Standard Oil de- 
cision involving reasonable or 
un- 
-easonable restraint will 
not affect 


:he lumber case, as it is represented 
:o be one of simple conspiracy, nev- 
ertheless the accusatory parts of the 
bill conform to that decision 
and 


charge undue and unreasonable re- 
straint of the trade of the consumer 
and manufacturer of lumber. Lesser 
stress is laid upon the alleged con- 
spiracy between the defendants them- 
selves. 


In general, the case is regarded as 


Attorney General Wickersham's long- 
planned test suit to have the courts 
determine how 
far combinations of 


retailers may go to prevent the ulti- 
mate consumer from dealing directly 
with the wholesaler or producer. 


The government takes the position 


hat any agreements or acts 
which 


prevent a 
consumer 
from 
buying 


where he chooses or to his best ad- 
vantage are in unreasonable restraint 
of trade and violate the Sherman law. 
Vo attack on the middlman as such 
s intended, the department of jus- 
ice holding that there is legitimate 
business opportunity for him. 


It is known that while the depart- 


ment has been making a nation-wide 
nvestigation of the question as 
it 


relates to lumber, its agents have re- 
ported that the case is nearly par- 
alleled in the marketing of many oth- 
er commodities in daily use. 


If the government's contentions in 


this case Is sustained there is pronj- 
isc of a sweeping attack upon simi- 
lar alleged conspiracies. The depart- 
ment of justice regards the case as 
the most important in principle 
ot 


all the anti-trust suits undertaken,**

Further information regarding the 


provements being boosted by the South 
Association makes the suggested 
improvements even 


more interesting and valuable than at first appreciated. 


It is learned that both the B. <& O. and Pennsyl- 


\ania roads have a climb of 38 feet from the yards of 
the B. & O. to the Williams street crossing. This big 
grade will be eliminated if the proposed improvements 
are carried out. The tracks of both roads will be raised 
from a point near the North Fork, east of the B. & O. 
station to a point west of Sixth street. 


The elevation of the tracks will be accomplished by 


filling within concrete retaining walls. The streets will 
be lowered in each case in the construction of the pro- 
posed subways. Second street will be lowered 10.2 feet; 
Third, 8.5 feet; Fourth, 9.4 feet; Fifth, 9.1 feet, and 
Sixth, 8.9 feet. As was stated before all these subways 
will have natural drainage except Fifth and Sixth street. 
It will be necessary at these streets to connect with 
present sewers to carry off the surface water. 


Another important feature of the proposed iin- 


eprovements is the plans to improve the condition of 
the creek bed of the South Fork. This stream has al- 
ways caused the residents of the south end much anx- 
iety during the season for spring freshets and they now 
propose to eliminate most of the danger. 


The association advocates the lengthening of the 


bridge at Second street, straightening the creek chan- 
nel and building of a levee or dike from a point west of 
German street to Second street on the north side of the 
stream. 


The details of the plan take in the construction of 


a new bridge over the creek at Second street. This will 
be longer and "wider than the present structure and per- 
haps contain no pier in the middle. This will give the 
stream a clean sweep in the time of freshet and reduce 
the strain on the bridge and obstruction to the water. 


It is proposed that the present bridge at Second 


street be taken down, repaired and repainted, and car- 
ried to Jefferson street in "SVest Newark, put up over the 
Raccoon creek at that point and thus pro\ide the peo- 
ple of that section \\ith a means of crossing the stream. 


The construction work of these bridges should be 


undertaken by the County Sommissioners at the earli- 
est practical moment. If the facts and importance con- 
cerning these bridge improvements have not been fullv 
presented to th^ County Engineer, Mr. Cullv, and the 
Commissioners by our South Side citizens, no time 
should be lost in doing so.

building is a huge hole in the ground.
